The question “ To strike or not to

carpenters, and with one accord 
to do so, 
a only. five hundred of 
these carpenters have struck, 
although it i3 estimated there 
roust be some 10,000 of them em- 
ployed in Hongkong. A peculiar 
thing is that these carpenters have 
no Guild, like other workmen, 
and the demands foran increase 
jn wages were made personally to 
their masters. . 

The strike bas. aut taken the 
formiture shopowner 
prisa, as the possibility of 5 
bappening *8+ whispered long 
ago. The carpenters had 
viously thought of asking for an 
jnereese of 35 per cent.. but thes 
have now brought their demand 
into line with the percentage 

to the finer of the 
Colony. 

Besides an increase of pay. the 
carpeaters demand irom their 
masters better bours of work.—- 
they want more pay and fewer 
hours of work. They base laid 
down the hours of work. which 
they wish to be fram 930 a.m. 10 
6 p.m, with an boog of for 
tiffin. This is some two hours 
less than they bare bean patting 
1B. 

The ‘masters have expressed 
their inability to comply with the 
demands of their employees and 
have threatened to efose their 
shops if the carpenters insis? on 
their demands. Over seventy 
farnitcre shops ata involved. and 
it-is stated-that.the matter maz. 
eventually be submitted to the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs for 
settlement. 

Later informstion shows that 
the building carpenters have also 
gone on strike, they having joined 
cause with the furnitare carpen- 
tera onthe sameday. The bui'd- 
ing carpenters have made 4 
similar demand as regards the 
iperease in pay. The contesctors 
say thar they cannot enter- 
tain. this demand at present 
as they have already accepted 
contracts wbich did not take into

This, then, is where the 
syndicalistic idea enters, and 
from this idea Lenin and his 
followers have called one catch- 
phrase: Governmentby minority.

“The State is indeed an 
organized rule by a minority of 
privileged classes. Let usin our 
turn substitute our minority for 
theirs, and Jet us run the 
roachinery!7” 

Alas, the machinery became 


} broken io the process, with the 


result that the present autocrats 
of Russis represent but sorry gods 
in a world of emptiness and de 
solation. And. this is Lenin’s 
manner of preparing the way for 
the realization of his cormmunistic 
ideas. The world war gave bim 
bis chance. Sorel hed foreseen 
that ewar of exhsostion would 
possibly bring about a revival of 
antimilitarist and anti-patrio‘ic 
propaganda, thus helping en- 
ormously attempts of a larger 
nature towards a proletarian op- 
heaval. We may take it, then, 
that ‘Lenin relies now entirely 
on the spread of Bolsherism— 
thet is, on-the International 
Doctrine, for the fioa! realization 
of his ideas. He has so far mere-

An official report of the proceedings when the deputation of 
members of the Houses of Lords and Commans interviewed Mr. Lloyd 
George shows that the principal spokesman of the depotation was the 
Duke of Northumberland. He quoted evidance in support of the con 
tention that the Sinn Fein were closely allied to Bolahevistic activi- 
ties, which aimed at the destruction of the British Empire as an 
esgential.step to bring about the dictatorship of the proletariat. He 
orged the Government not to pursue a policy of drift. 


“Sir Edward Carson laid stress on the existence of a worldwide 
conspiracy, whichyonly indirectly concerned itself with Home Rule 
in Ireland. No difference was drawn in the conspirators’ propa- 
ganda between questions of Ireland, Egypt and Indis, to which. they 
were applying their attention, because all were regarded as keys of 
the Empire.

He mentioned that 
one very gallant offcer, who was one of the ablest of British Generals, 
and who was largely responsible for Ludendorff’s failure to break 
through the British lines in the last great German offensive, con- 
sidered that service in Ireland was a much greater trial to the sol- 
diers’ nerves than was the Western Front, because they had constant- 
ly to be on the alert, with revolvemready to hand. Mr. Lloyd George 
said that if the British Empire surrendered the contro! over Ireland, 
it would be equivalent to committing suicide. ‘

I agrea 
that there ate a large number af 
routine duties which the Ministry 
of Transport haa performed, with 
great efficiercy. but thay could al) 
ba performed, until this unneces- 
sary new. creation was brought 
about, by a branch department of 
the Board of Trade manned by 
those modarately, and if you like 
-paid Civil servants and with- 
out the unnecessary assistance of 
this importation of expensive ex- 
perta from outside. It is an 
illustration of a studied policy 
‘that is being pursued bs the 
present adrainistration of 
multiplsing recklessly, improvi- 
dently, without any calculation 
as tothe necessities of the case 
or a3 to the exigencies of the 
country, a cumbrous autocratic 
machinery to perform duties 
which could he performed more 
cheaply and efficiently before. 
Evers department is a law to 
itself. They can embark, as it 
were at thair own will, often at 
their own whim, upon every kind 
of coatly adventure, both at home 
and abroad. Nobody knows at 
this moment who was really 
responsible for our spending 
no less than 100 million 
last year in financing various 
military adventures in which we 
hed no concern for the purpose of 
opsetiing the existing Govern- 
tment in Russia.
